BUSINESS MEN 
DISCUSS RATES 


Former Rates Can Only Be Obtained | 


By Improvements. 


The council of the board of trade and 
other prominent men of the city met 
in the 
afternoon, for the purpose of discuss- 


council chamber yesterday 


ing and considering the new tariff of 
insurance rates which has just been 
brought into effect throughout’ the 


Northwest, and also possible means of 
securing reductions in the basis rate. 
Acting Mayor Picard presided. The 
gathering was a sequel to the informal 
meeting ‘of the insurance men of the 
city on Monday morning. 

Through the press report of the 
meeting of Monday some _  misunder- 
standing has arisen as to the new rates. 
Mr. Birch was preseent yesterday af- 
ternoon and in full gave the explana- 
tion of the new system of rating. Un- 
der the new system eachcity and town 
has a_ standard minimum rate, a basis 
rate. This minimum rate was made up 
under the following considerations, the 
fire protection, water supply, fire lim- 
its, fire brigade, etc. The basis rate 
for Edmonton hed been fixed at $1. 
This was the key rate for the city 
mercantile property. Upon this each 
property was rated individually, and 
charged for according to the schedule 
or tariff. Formery there had been no 
fixed qQinimum rate, and various 
classes of business property had vari- 
ous basis rates. Now there was to be 
the one minimum rate for all mercan- 
tile property, to which would be added 
the charges on the individual proper- 
ty according to the schedule. The rates 
on a good many properties in the city 


would be an increase from the old 
rates, but others, again, would be re- 
duced. Under the old rating owners 


had little opportunity of reducing their 
individual rates by improvements. Now 
they were enabled to sce exactly how 
their property was rated and how the 
charges were made up, and also how 
vy improvements they could reduce th= 
rates. 

Mr. Birch also pointed out how the 
minimum city basis rate could be re 
duced materially by the city making 
certain improvements. He spoke first 
of the condition of the streets and said 
that in the east end in places, the con- 
dition of the streets were such that 
it was difficult for fire to 
make a quick passage along ~ those 
streets. By having the _ principal 
streets paved the basis rate could b= 
reduced by at least two cents. Then 
there were many, of the hydrants in te 
city which did not have steamer at- 
tachment. Thecity permitted frame 
buildings to go up the congested 
portions. Improvements should be maie 
in the fire limit ordinance. Mr. Birch 
showed a photo of a brick block in 
Brandon, in the rear of which frame 
buildings had been built. Fire which 
gtarted in the frame building had suc- 
ceeded also in destroying the brick 
block. Such conditions were also pres- 
ent in Edmonton today. 


Algo aconsiderab'e reduction couldbe 
obtained by the installation of a fire 
alarm system. With these various im- 
provements the basis rate could very 
probably be reduced to that of Cal- 
garl, 75c. 

W. H. Clark thought that as Mr. 
Birch was a specialist, he could give 
advice as to the increase or addition 
to the fire limits. Mr. Clark also 
wished to know if the city would re- 
ceive further consideration in the re- 
duction of the rate if the fire brigade 
were paid men on duty all the time. 
He thought that there should be a west 
end fire hall, as it was a long pull for 
the fire teams to the west end. Mr.

‘Birch said that the fire limit should 


in his estimation, take in both sides 
of the main street and also the street 
to the station. In fact twa blocks on 
both sides of these strects wouid not 
be too great a limit. With regard to 
the fire brigade, some consideration 
would be given for a paid brigade of 
twelve men, although it was te be re- 
gretted that these men were stationed 
in one place. If a west end station 
were to ve installed with sufficient ap- 
paratus and men in charge, he would 
recommend a reduction in the basis 
rate. 

G. R. F. Kirkpatrick of the Imperial 
Bank, said that the rates had been in- 
creased not only on bad risks, but also 
on first class buildings. He said that 
the rate on the building now occupied 
by the Imperial Bank had formerly 
been 75 cents but was now increased to 
$1.25. 

Mr. Birch admitted that that was the 
case with a good many of the proper- 
ties in the city, but said under 
new system the rate could be reduced

That the road hag passed into tha 
hands of the C.N.R. there is no doubt, 
and that the company’ will be 
operating the line jugt as soon 
as they can get possession of 
it, which will be after the 
customary formalities of giving no- 
tice have been complied with, and cer- 
tainly before the year’s crop begins 
to move. The Regina & Long Lake | 
road, it appears was owned by cer- | 
tain English capitalists who own large 
blocks of Canadian Northern bonds, and 
thig accounts for the C.N.R. getting 
control of the property. 

As a piec? of commercial strategy 
the purchase of the road is of great 
importance 1o the C.N.R. with their 
line now under construction between 
Brandon and Regina, they will have 
a belt of rails around Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan which with feeders will 
enable them to bid for a ghare of 
traffic throughout an immense and 
productive area. It will algo form a 
valuable link in connection with the 
company’s Hudson’s Bay line which 
is now being built. Four or five years 
ago the R. & L. L. was not regarded 
of any account ag a money maker, 
but it is estimated that this year there 
will be 6,000,000 bushels of wheat ship- 
ped from points along it between Re- 
gina and Prince Albert. It will now be 
seen that the property is very valuable 
for local traffic alone.

AN EDMONTON MAN ABROAD 


Mr. R .V. Bellamy, son of Ald. Bel- 
lamy, and Alberta Rhodes scholar at 
Oxford is at present touring along the 
Rhine, and writing from Alzey, Ger- 


many, says? 

The course of my travels has at last 
brought me to the Rhine, and led me 
among scenes that for natural and ar- 
tificial beauty are unsurpassed. Jour- 
| neying through Belgium, a flat and 
uninteresting country, I arrived at 
Peatees on the German frontier, 
| where I had to de with some very im- 
posing Isoking custorns officials. These 
military-looking individuals decided 
that I might go on, and I was soon on 
the way to Cologne. German railways 
are not remarkable for speed but are 
tolerably well appointed and give a 
good service. It was dusk when I ar- 
rived in Cologne, but despite that fact 
{ determined to have a look at the fa- 
| 


Its famous outlines 
seen in the 
gave but aslight idea 
that stood revealed on 
the following morning. The style of 
architectureisstrictly Gothic, and the 
edifice is replete with the most won- 
derful and graceful stonework. The 
two huge towers at the west end are 
Gover 500 feet in height. 

Leaving Cologne I travelled to Bonn 
at whose university many of the Ger- 
man aristocrats are educated. There 
I boarded a steamboat for the voyage 
;up the Rhine as far as Bingen—a trip 
of about ten hours. I soon found that 
I was by no means the only Anglo- 


Saxon on board. In fact, the majority 
of the passengers were English-speak- 


ing people and among these the Ameri- 
can tourist type, chiefly represented by 
sun-burnt shirt-waisted females, was 
most evident. 

Scarcely had we left Bonn when the 
pear lively scenery greeted us. The 
vine-covered banks rose stetply up 
| trom the water’s edge, while at fre- 
quent intervals iagged cliffs stood out 
in bold relief, crowned either with ths 
ruins of some ancient castle or with 


a modern mansion. It is not to be 
wondered at that the romantic beauty 


| of the Rhine has so excited the praise 
| of poets and has appealed so powerful- 

ly to the imagination of the Ger- 
ke people. Byron wrote as follows:
